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The First Fruits of Victory

In our Easter joy over the triumphant power of God in life the disturbing 
questions of the skeptics and the agnostics must not be forgotten. How is it 
that a world where the God of Love has the ultimate power that Easter says 
He has seems so completely at the mercy of selfish little men? The author of 


the Epistle to the Hebrews in the midst of his glowing discussion of his — 


Christian faith seems to sense this reaction and makes answer: ‘But as it 
is . . . we do not yet see all things controlled by Him; what we do see is 
Jesus.” He is saying, of course, that in this matter of our view of the ultimate 
character of life a single success is of supreme authority. Just as a scientist will 
persist in his experiments, spurred on by one bit of positive evidence which 
he once saw dimly, so it is in Christian faith. “What we do see is Jesus” — 
the perfection of His life, the sacrifice of His death, the vindicating triumph 
of His resurrection. No matter what else life may confront us with, there is 
this one bit of positive evidence, and we can never go back on it. 


A modern translation of some words of St. Peter's speaks of our Lord as 
“the Pioneer of Life,”’ and in this sense we think of Him as the Easter Victor. 
Not that sin and death are not present with us still—insidious and menacing, 
but because of a single success, we can say confidently that they are conquered. 
If medical research were to find a cure for some dreadful disease, we should 
rejoice over its victory and rightly so. But, of course, the conquest would not 
be complete; and man would still have to meet the conditions of the cure 
before the disease would disappear entirely. So Jesus has blazed a way ahead, 
He has breached the defenses of sin and death, and as we make our Easter 
communions we recall the cost of the victory. But when we receive Him into 
our hearts it is not just as a suffering victim, but as the Pioneer of Life, ‘who 
by His death hath destroyed death, and by His rising to life again, hath 
restored unto us everlasting life.” :

Dipping deep for Famagusta, and the hidden sun 
That rings black Cyprus with a lake of fire. 


A series of Religious News Service 
dispatches in recent numbers of the 
Living Church carried me back in 
memory to a brief excursion into the 
Church life of Cyprus in 1943. I was 
an ecclesiastical beachcomber at the 
time, wandering from one port to an- 
other in the Eastern Mediterranean, 
and receiving much hospitality and 
courtesy from clergy of many different 
denominations. Imagine being enter- 
tained in Iskenderun, the city of Alex- 
ander the Great, within sight of Tar- 
sus, on the very road to Antioch which 
Paul and Timothy are said to have 
travelled, by a minister of the Re- 
formed Irish and Scottish Presbyterian 
Church—and of course he maintained 
that his was the true Presbyterianism! 

The journey to Cyprus was peculiar 
in many respects. I sailed from Port 
Said in a ship well-known in eastern 
waters, the ““Volsella.”” Built in 1906, 
she had spent her pre-war days in the 
Far East. With the coming of the Japs, 
she had got away from Singapore to 
the Middle East, and there she had 
shown sure signs of bearing a charmed 
life. Ugly and battered, and with a 
maximum speed of six knots, she had 
limped her way through all the hottest 
spots of the Mediterranean. She was 
one of the last ships out from Piraeus

at the final evacuation. Through the 
dark days of 1942 Tobruk and Bizerte 
were among her regular ports of call. 
She was so unreliable and slow that 
it was said that she never got to the 
the place in time to meet the bomb or 
torpedo intended for her. On at least 
one occasion the convoy in which she 
was sailing was practically wiped out, 
but the ‘‘Volsella,”” an enthusiastic 
member of the Stragglers’ Club, came 
into port a couple of days later, un- 
harmed. She'd missed the fun. 

I was quartered in a converted 
pantry, with over-all measurements of 
8’x 5’. Two bunks—the upper I 
used for baggage; the lower, the hard- 
est bed I have ever tried to sleep on— 
two very small closets, a wooden stand 
with a tin wash-basin, a tiny locker, a 
camp stool—these were my furnish- 
ings. If I folded the stool, I could open 
and close the door. Sailing north, the 
sun blazed on the bulkhead of the 
room from dawn to dusk. At night all 
portholes and the door had to be kept 
shut for blackout. It was intended for 
two gunners; it was bad enough for 
one chaplain. 

It was quite in keeping with all this 
that as we entered the harbor of Fama- 
gusta, an excited Cypriot pilot should 
pull the cord of our signal rockets in- 
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stead of the ship’s whistle, and that as 
we came alongside a lighthouse on the 
walls of the city should burst into 
flame 


The great sweep of Famagusta Bay, 
23 miles from Cape Greco on the 
south to Cape Eba on the north, the 
miles of gleaming sand, and the in- 
credibly clear water, offer a welcome to 
the Island and a foretaste of its beauty. 
Inland from the Bay stretches the cen- 
tral plain of Cyprus, dividing the 
Olympus range on the south from the 
Carpas and Kyrenia mountains on the 
north. Halfway between the horns of 
the Bay is the harbor of Famagusta, 
formed by a low sand-spit which gives 
shelter for fishing schooners and other 
small craft. The wharf and harbor 
sheds, with a diminutive narrow- 
guage railroad, squeeze in between the 
sea-front and the massive walls of the 
old town. These walls date back to 
the Crusades, when the town was the 
scene of considerable fighting, par- 
ticularly when the later Crusaders be- 
gan to fall out among themselves. At 
the close of these campaigns the Re- 
public of Venice found itself in pos- 
session of Famagusta, and the Lion of 
St. Mark still stands over the principal 
gates. Later, after a seige of more 
than a year, the fortress was taken by 


the Turks and Cyprus remained a’ 


Turkish tributary until formally an- 
nexed by the British in November, 
1914. When I visited the town, anti- 
aircraft batteries were stationed along 
the walls, and the Sea Gate, its ancient 
portcullis rusted on its pulleys, was 
protected by a blast wall. 

Today the thousand inhabitants of 
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the old town are largely Turks. The 
Greek population has moved out to 
the modern suburb of Varosha, a few 
hundred yards from the harbor. It is 
modern in that it has some up-to-date 
houses, one or two cabarets, an Eng- 
lish club—the standard pattern, both 
in furnishing and denizen—and a 
movie with the most excruciating 
sound equipment I have ever heard. 
The one film I saw there was said to 
be in English; I managed to follow it 
by reading the French captions—the 
Greek and Turkish captions were be- 
yond me. 

There are two Greek Orthodox 
churches in Varosha and I was able to 
visit both of them. One is in a poor 
quarter. A steady stream of women 
and children passed in and out. They 
are completely unself-conscious about 
their religious duties; we would prob- 
ably call them irreverent. They come 
in, buy their votive candles, put them 
before the ikon of their choice, do the 
round of the other ikons, kissing them 
and stopping for a prayer, then a few 
minutes gossip with a neighbor or 
with the old parish priest, and away 
to their daily work. Others sit quietly 
and pray or meditate. Others just 
sit. The broken bread from the last 
Eucharist lies on a table, and those 
who wish may help themselves. 

The parish priest was a benevolent 
figure, in a blue cassock, wearing a 
long white beard and his hair pulled 
back and twisted into a small tight 
knot at the back of his head. I found 
a youth who knew enough English to 
act as interpreter. The old priest was 
rather skeptical about the validity of 
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my Orders. Do not the priests of the 
Anglican Church wear some distin- 


guishing mark in their dress? I rea-’ 


lized that I had made a mistake in 
going ashore in shirt and shorts. Other 
Anglican priests had been able to talk 
to him through their knowledge of 
the Greek Testament! I decided it was 
time for me to move on. 

The other Greek Church was in a 
more prosperous part of the town. A 
young priest was practising intoning 
the Liturgy—not a pleasant sound. A 
caretaker, with very little English, 
tried to act as my guide. This consisted 
in his agreeing heartily with any ques- 
tion I asked. Finally two very pleasant 
Greek goddesses took me in hand— 
doubtless sent by Jove from nearby 
Olympus for the purpose. One was 
married to an Englishman—the Olym- 
pians did things like that. The other 
had been to Jerusalem and to England. 
So they had compassion on me, as be- 
tween them they knew all about ‘‘Prot- 
estants’”! The main difference be- 
tween the Orthodox Church and the 
Protestant, I learned, is that Protes- 
tants don’t make the sign of the cross 
and don’t believe in the Virgin Mary. 
On the other hand, the Roman Church 
doesn’t believe in the Holy Spirit. All 
this they had been told by a ‘‘Protes- 
tant Minister’ in Jerusalem and was 
therefore true. And who was I to say 
that a “Protestant Minister’ hadn't 
told them so? Rather than face further 
ecclesiastical humilation I returned to 
my ship.

“Go Ye Into All the World’ 


The Gold Rush 
And Missions 


In the week that California began to 
celebrate its centennial and the dis- 
covery of gold, the diocese of Sacra- 
mento arranged for a series of “Christ 
for the World” exhibits at Marysville, 
Sacramento and Santa Rosa. “Forth” 
Magazine was there, represented not 
only by itself in recent issues, but by 
the reading of extracts from copies of 
“The Spirit of Missions” in 1847, 
1848 and 1849. The following is from 
a report to the Domestic Committee, 
which met at 2 Park Place on Feb- 
ruary 12, 1849: 

“At the meeting of the Board of 
Missions in June, 1847, even before 
California was formally annexed to 
their province yet in anticipation of 
that event, the Domestic Committee, 
through one of its members, obtained 
from the Board the establishment of 
San Francisco as a missionary station, 
and immediately brought the matter 
before the Church for its practical ac- 
tion. Again, in June, 1848, imme- 
diately after the cession to the United 
States, California was again more 
solemnly recognized as missionary 
ground, under the earnest recom- 
mendation of the Committee, and 
assumed at once by them as a part of 
their constitutional province—as ‘ly- 
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ing beyond the bounds of any or- 
ganized diocese.’ On the very first 
meeting of the Committee for making 
appropriations, the sum of $1000 was 
set aside out of an almost bankrupt 
treasury for Missions on the coast. All 
these facts were spread before the 
Church, and urged upon its attention 
with earnest and repeated appeals, 
both for Missionaries to go out, and 
for enlarged means for their support. 
Such appeals were for a long time 
- made in vain; and until the present 
feverish excitement, but one self-deny- 
ing Missionary presented himself to 
accept the Committee’s moderate pro- 
vision of $500 salary, and to brave 
with his family the perils and hard- 
ships of an unknown land. This surely 
can bring no charge of dilatoriness on 
the Committee, who have faithfully 
and promptly done their part. Such 
charge, if it rest anywhere, must be 
rather on those who, under such a call, 
held back. But the case of unwilling- 
ness, it seems, now no longer exists— 
either to go or to give. The great ques- 
tion now before the Church is of the 
proper action in the premises. The fol- 
lowing preamble and resolutions speak 
the views of the Committee: 
“WHEREAS, various independent 
movements under private or parochial 
management are now arising in this 
and some other of our chief cities, with 
a view to send our Clergymen to Cali- 
fornia; and WHEREAS, it is all im- 
portant that such movements should 
be systematically directed, in conform- 
ity with. the established Missionary 
organization; and WHEREAS, the Do- 
mestic Committee is the only body 
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recognized by the general authorities 
of the Church as having jurisdiction 
during the recess of the Board of Mis- 
sions,—the General Convention hav- 
ing, in express words, committed to it 


‘the whole administration of the gen- 


eral Missionary work of the Church’— 
therefore, RESOLVED, 


‘1. That the number of Missionary 
stations of the Board be and hereby is 
enlarged by the addition, in Califor- 
nia, of a second Missionary in the 
town of San Francisco, one at Mon- 
terey, one at Los Angeles, and one at 
Sutter's Fort and the vicinity, and in 
Oregon, of one at Oregon City, so soon 
as funds are provided for their sup- 
port. 
‘2. That the Treasurer be instructed 
to open special accounts for the above 
Mission Stations, and the Committee 
will appropriate the funds as desig- 
nated, to the Missionaries at those 
stations.” 

It was not far from Sutter’s Fort 
that the “Christ for the World’ ex- 
hibits were shown on January 21, 
1948 (gold was discovered in North- 
ern California on January 24, 1848). 
Exhibits included richly colored tex- 
tiles, carved wood and other works of 
art, native products and handicraft, 
from Alaska, China, Cuba, the Ha- 
waiian Islands, Japan, Mexico, Pan- 
ama, the Philippine Islands, and else- 
where. Each “court” displayed a map 
portraying the Church’s missionary ac- 
tivities. Persons appropriately cos- 
tumed were on hand to explain the 
exhibits and distribute copies of the 
“Today” series of missionary folders. 

In other courts were altar frontals, 
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vestments and vessels, with devotional 
literature. Tables elsewhere showed 
pamphlets, books and posters illus- 
trating the Church’s program in Chris- 
tian Education, college work, laymen’s 
activities, rural work, social relations, 
Woman's Auxiliary and welfare proj- 
ects. The Church Divinity School of 
the Pacific and St. Margaret’s House 
in Berkeley, Calif. were represented 
among the photographic exhibits. 

The local clergy, officers, and mem- 
bers of the Woman's Auxiliary, and 
other organizations in the Convocation 
of Sutter, were responsible for the 
exhibits. Members of the National 
Council participating in the program 
were Mrs. Arthur H. Sherman, who 
spoke on World Evangelism; Miss 
Charlotte Tompkins showed a film 
strip to illustrate the story of ‘“The 
Bible Around the World’’; the Rev. A. 
Ronald Merrix spoke on Parish Evan- 
gelism; Mrs. V. O. Ward, of San 
Francisco, talked on ‘Adventures with 
Religious Books for Children and 
Parents.” 


Your Good Friday 
Offering 


As the Good Friday Offering is be- 
ing presented to Church people every- 
where about this time, the following 
information about the Jerusalem and 
the East Mission may prove interest- 
ing: 

The Rt. Rev. Weston Henry Stew- 
art, D.D., is the Anglican Bishop in 
Jerusalem. His diocese is 140,000 
square miles. There are 35 clergy; 
eleven Arab, 23 British, one Ameri- 
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can. There are two candidates for 
Orders and nine lay readers. Services 
are held regularly in 31 places, and in 
addition ministrations of various kinds 
are offered with as much regularity as 
resources permit, at 20 mission sta- 
tions. Church buildings number 29. 
There are seven hospitals, with nine 
doctors and 35 nurses. Much of the 
hospital service is free or at merely 
nominal cost. In the Bishopric are 25 
schools with 196 teachers. Christians, 


Moslems and Jews are admitted. The . 


work of the diocese is divided among 
the Jerusalem and the East Mission, 
the Church Missionary Society, the 
Church Mission to Jews, and the Pales- 
tine Church Council (Arab). 

The American Chaplain is the Rev. 
Walter C. Klein, $.T.D., formerly on 
the faculty of the Philadelphia Di- 
vinity School.

Chinese Clergy Visit 
United States 


The Rt. Rev. N. V. Halward, As- 
sistant Bishop of Hong Kong and 
South China, with six Chinese priests 
and one deaconess, arrived in San 
Francisco January 30 on a unique mis- 
sion. They are visiting dioceses in the 
United States, with a view to observing 
various aspects of the work of the 
Episcopal Church to enable them to 
receive spiritual, mental and physical 
refreshment. The group, which was 
impressed favorably with the hospi- 
tality of the Diocese of California, 
makes no appeal for funds, nor will 
they be speaking much about China in 
public. 

Five of the group, the Reverend 
Messrs. Kong Chi Wing, Chun Yan 
Laap, Roland Koh, Cheung Lok 
Heung and Deaconess Lei Tim Oi, are 
from the Diocese of Hong Kong and 
South China. In addition there are the 
Rev. Ytu from the Diocese of Fukien 
and the Rev. Jordan C. L. Liu, who has 
been assisting Bishop Y. Y. Tsu at the 
Central Office of the Chung Hua 
Shing Kung Hui in Nanking. 
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All members of the group went 
through a hard time during the war, 
some of them in territory occupied by 
the Japanese, and others in free China. 

The group earnestly desires the 
prayers of the Church for God's bless- 
ing upon their tour in the United 
States so that they may return to China 
with fresh inspiration, enthusiasm and 
knowledge. 

Bishop Halward is most grateful to 
the various dioceses of the Episcopal 
Church who are cooperating and mak- 
ing this visit possible.

Guild of the Holy Faith 
Lending Library Notes 


Du Nouy, Lecomte: HUMAN DEs- 
TINY. This book, written by an out- 
standing French biophysicist, is one of 
the most important and significant 
secular books bearing on religion to 
have appeared in this decade. Its im- 
portance lies not alone in the author's 
thesis, though this is well reasoned and 
closely argued, and is certain to affect 
philosophical and theological think- 
ing. But Du Nouy is also a representa- 
tive of a series of scientific thinkers 
who, during the last fifteen years, have 
been moving towards a religious inter- 
pretation of the universe because of, 
not despite, their investigations of ma- 
terial things. It has almost ceased to 
be a matter of surprise that mathema- 
tics and physics and astronomy, in the 
works of Eddington and Jeans and 
Einstein and Whitehead, have opened 
the door to God. But the biological 
sciences have not heretofore shown the 
same hospitality to religion. 

Dr. Du Nouy’s thesis is that evolu- 
tion is a directed process designed to 
culminate in spiritual man, and that 
having passed the physical stage of this 
development already, we are now in 
the psychological stage. He devotes 
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the early chapters to proving what he 
believes to be the mathematical im- 
possibility of any theory of spontane- 
ous generation of life or of evolution 
through chance. He goes on to outline 
his revolutionary theory of the ascent 
of man, in which adaptation and the 
survival of the fittest become the detri- 
mental influences which prevented 
other forms of life from evolving to 
their highest potentialities and al- 
lowed man alone, who was never com- 
pletely adapted, to reach his present 
eminence. 

In the later chapters the author de- 
velops his hypothesis of the ultimate 
glowing destiny of man, to which he 
gives the name Telefinalism. He 
differs from Christianity in his denial 
of the Fall of man and his Redemp- 
tion, believing rather that Christ was 
the unique example, born perhaps 
thousands of years ahead of time, to 
herald the perfection that man is des- 
tined to attain. But the agreements are 
far more important. Pastors and 
teachers who have to do with young 
people and their questions will find 


this book of the greatest value; and we 


think a great many others, who have 
been troubled through the years by the 
conflict between science and religion, 
will want to read it as well.

The Rev. Albert E. Clay 
Passes Away 


The Rev. Albert E. Clay, Rector 
Emeritus of St. Mary’s-by-the-Sea, Pa- 
cific Grove, passed away on Tuesday, 
February 10. Burial services were con- 
ducted from St. Mary’s Church on 
Friday, February 13. The Rev. D. 
Howard Dow, Rector of St. Mary’s, 
was celebrant. He was assisted by the 
Rev. Merrill A. Norton, the Rev. Al- 
fred Seccombe, the Rev. Vincent Co- 
letta and the Rev. Theodore Bell. 
Bishop Block pontificated and read the 
Burial Office at the grave. Interment 
was in El Carmelo Cemetery, Pacific 
Grove. The Rev. Mr. Clay was a native 
of Canterbury, England, where he at- 
tended King’s School and St. Augus- 
tine’s Theological College. He was 
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ordained in the Canadian Church in 
1889. During a long ministry he 
served St. John’s Church, Prescott, 
Ontario, Holy Trinity Church, Dela- 
ware, Maryland, the Church of the Re- 
demption in Philadelphia, and St. 
Mary’s-by-the-Sea, Pacific Grove, 


where he was rector for ten years, hav- 
ing retired in 1936. A kindly, gentle 
man who lived a rich life and turned 
a sympathetic ear to everyone's needs, 
the Rev. Mr. Clay left a host of friends 
across the nation. May the soul of the 
blessed departed rest in peace.

The Annual Winter Convention of 
the House of Young Churchmen, held 
the week-end of February 7-8 at Trin- 
ity Church, San Jose, was most success- 
ful and inspiring. The hospitality of 
the Parish and its Rector, the Rev. Dr. 
Mark Rifenbark and his assistant, the 
Rev. Edward Groves, Jr., made those 
attending feel most fortunate to be 
able to meet at Trinity Church. 


The Conference opened formally 
on Saturday morning with a service of 
Morning Prayer at which time Canon 
George Hall preached on the Rule of 
Life.

Rev. Nelson Victor Halward, 
Assistant Bishop of Hong Kong, who 
are here in America to make a study 
of the organization of the Episcopal 
Church. 


There were four periods for discus- 
sion. During the first hour in the 
afternoon, the Rev. Peter Boes, Direc- 
tor of Youth Work at St. Paul’s, Oak- 
land, led one group in a discussion of 
“My Rule of Life and the World Com- 
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munity” and the Rev. Pierson Parker, 
Professor at the Divinity School, led 
the other group on a discussion of 
‘The Rule of Life and My Life 
Work.” During the second hour, the 
Rev. Edward Groves, Jr., Chaplain to 
Episcopal students at San Jose State 
College, spoke to one group on “The 
Rule of Life and My Personal Reli- 
gion” and Dr. Bertha Mason spoke on 
“Marriage.” All the speakers were 
both provocative and inspirational. 


At the business meeting the annual 
reports of the secretary and the treas- 
urer were read; the budget for the 
coming year was drawn up; and the 
constitution was revised and approved. 
The salient feature of the new consti- 
tution is the provision which is made 
to divide the H.Y.C. into two houses, 
one for the high school age and the 
other for the college age, each with its 
own set of officers.

In response to the appeal for food 
parcels and the correspondence being 
carried on between Canterbury mem- 
bers and young people throughout 
England, the following personal note 
was received by the group from the 
Archbishop of Canterbury: ‘My dear 
Canterbury Club. My wife and I 
greatly appreciate your kindness in 
sending food parcels, and on her be- 
half as well as my own I thank you. It 
is good to know that in this generous 
way you are seeking to get into close 
touch with friends and especially 
young people in this country. It is most 
important that all the links between 
the various Anglican Churches should 
be deepened and strengthened. I 
greatly welcomed the opportunity of 
meeting young Anglicans from many 
countries when they came to Canter- 
bury after the Oslo Youth Conference. 
Your Director of Youth, the Rev. 
Peter Boes, will have told you all about 
that. I send you my warmest greetings 
and good wishes. Yours sincerely, 
Geoffry Cantuar, Lambeth Palace, S.E.

Since the war there has been 
no great hoped-for spiritual revival 
in any country, although there are 
some encouraging signs: China has a 
Five-Year plan. 

If we believe that this is God’s 
world, it is our imperative duty to 
spread the message to others—to bear 
witness. There are several ways to ac- 
complish this: 

(1) In parish groups—by making 
programs more fundamental and 
vitally committed. 

(2) Through attitudes in our per- 
sonal relationship through our work 
with children and our relationships to 
other peoples (acquaint ourselves with 
the problems and troubles of those 
about us). 

(3) Through our Christian citizen- 


ship—trelations between our religious 
and political convictions. Here we 
have made progress. 


(4) Through the great world relief 
work. (The Church relief work in 
Europe is the Marshall plan of the 
churches. ) 

(5) Increasing our missionary zeal 
—through prayer, study, gifts, U.T.O., 
etc. 
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Let us realize the importance of in- 
tercessory prayer. As individuals, we 
think in terms of the Parish, only; 
we were baptized in the Parish, but

Book Notes 


By the Faculty of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific 
Edited by RANDOLPH CRUMP MILLER 


Dt. Luther D. Reed's admirable and 
illuminating book is more than a com- 
mentary upon THE LUTHERAN LIT- 

‘uRGY (Muhlenberg Press, $7.50). It 
aims to fit the Lutheran services into 
proper relationship with the other his- 
toric liturgies, or more broadly into 
their place in the larger story of Chris- 
tian worship. An introduction on the 
meaning of public worship is followed 
therefore by two chapters which 
sketch that larger story. They do it 
well. Obviously in such a sketch there 
can be no long discussion of many ob- 
scure or controverted liturgical prob- 
lems of the first centuries of the 
Church’s life, but Dr. Reed is judi- 
cious in his judgments. It is impor- 
tant to remember that history is a field 
in which scientific objectivity is never 
completely realized. But the sketch 
which brings us up to the Reforma- 
tion is adequate and clear. We come 
then to the core of the book and to the 
field in which Dr. Reed is master. The 
problems which Luther and the other 
reformers found in adjusting worship 
to the new life of the Church; Luther’s 
own views; his attempts, some success- 
ful, some not; his influence on the 
liturgies of other lands, Sweden and 
England especially; the ‘liturgical dis- 
integration” after the thirty years’ war 
and the revision movements in Amer- 


ica culminating in the present Lu- 
theran Common Service Book—all are 
skilfully and sympathetically pre- 
sented. The commentary follows with 
a vast store of illuminating detail. 
Non-Lutherans will be particularly in- 
terested in the discussion of Luther's 
handling of the Consecration in the 
Eucharist, the lack in his liturgy of the 
prayer which is universal elsewhere 
and the later Lutheran views on the 
matter. Episcopalians will be particu- 
larly interested in the study of the 
relation of the German experiments of 
the 16th century to the English Prayer 
Book. There are many points of con- 
tact. It remains to note the helpful 
studies of music, the excellent com- 
parative tables, the selection of Eu- 
charistic prayers, the glossary and the 
comprehensive bibliography. The 
book is definite and authoritative in its 
own field and a welcome addition to 
liturgical learning. (Bishop Edward 
Lambe Parsons.) 

A revised edition of Walter Hocr- 
ton’s OUR CHRISTIAN FAITH (Pilgrim 
Press, $2.50) is now ready for general 
readers. It is a Biblical and liberal in- 
terpretation of the essential meaning 
of Christianity, written clearly and 
concisely in language the layman 
will enjoy.
